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The 55th Annual Convention 


President Oosterhuis Re-elected—QOwen D. Young a Director—Milk 
Marketing Plan Approved— Harmonious and Well Attended Sessions 


HE City of Milwaukee and the Holstein breeders of 
Vas ae again did a fine job as hosts of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America in its 55th Annual 
Convention on June 5. Of the 122 delegates elected, 
119 were present, representing 46 states and the Dis- 
‘rict of Columbia and at the roll call Wednesday morn- 
ing, all but one of the accredited delegates were in their 
seats, together with a tremendous crowd of interested 
members and guests that filled the large ball room of 
Hotel Schroeder almost to capacity. 

As usual the reading of the Call, the minutes of the 
1939 Convention and the reports of officers was dis- 
pensed with on motion, but brief summary reports were 
given by Mr. Norton as Treasurer, Secretary and Super- 
intendent of Advanced Registry, by Mr. Householder as 
Director of Extension Service and by Chairmen Craig 
and Sheridan of the Finance and Extension Committees, 
with Counsel C. M. Horn also reporting for the Madison 
suilding Committee, all reports being adopted by the 
Convention. Details have previously been presented in 
World columns. The Secretary also reported for the 
Committee on Elections and called the roll of delegates. 

President Oosterhuis announced the appointment of 
the Committee on Credentials and Permanent Member- 
ship, consisting of Directors Meyer, Frederick and 
Elder, and the appointment as tellers of H. A. Miller 
of Michigan, I. D. Hadley of Ohio, Harold Shaw of Maine, 
W. D. Brown of New York and Hubert Geare of Ari- 
zona. Chairman Meyer reported for the committee. 

As a Nominating Committee, President Oosterhuis 
appointed R. Austin Backus of New York, W. H. Mott 
of Kansas, M. H. Keeney of New Jersey. L. J. Tenchinck 
of Idaho, P. F. Friedel of Delaware, Sarah V. H. Jones 
of Michigan and W. L. Baird of Wisconsin. 


Resolutions 


The resolutions listed in the Call had all been thor- 
oughly discussed on Open Forum Day so very littie dis- 
cussion was needed Wednesday morning. Henry A. 
Schell, Jr., of Pennsylvania presented his resolution re- 
questing the Advanced Registry Department to inaugur- 
até a system of Honor List Points similar to that em- 
ployed by Holstein-Friesian World this year and this 


WwaS unanimously passed without discussion. 


Earl L. Groff of Pennsylvania withdrew his resolution 
calling for the sending by the National Associations of 
World subscriptions to the Ag. Departments of an ap- 
Proved list of High Schools, explaining that this work 


is already being carried on in 13 states in which the 
State Associations cooperate with the National body. 

Frank N. Decker of New York presented his resolu- 
tion calling for further study of the subject of sterility 
in dairy cattle by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture and the various State Colleges of Agriculture 
and this was passed unanimously without further dis- 
cussion. 

The resolution of Glenn G. Davis and Scott Meyer 
of Missouri was presented by Mr. Meyer urging that an 
amount not exceeding $100 be appropriated to each 
state or regional association upon proof that such sum 
had been spent for,proper breed promotional activity. 
Several spoke in opposition to the resolution, including 
Schilling of Minnesota, Wolf of Illinois and Ellis of 
Massachusetts and the resolution was declared lost by 
a divided vote. 


The Convention then adjourned for lunch, with the 
Nominating Committee immediately going into session 
to receive and consider suggestions from the delegates. 


Amendments 

The amendment proposed by the Directors to give 
the Executive Committee more disciplinary power over 
non-members doing business with the Association was 
passed unanimously as was that proposed by Secretary 
Norton to increase to fifty cents the fee for issuing dupli- 
cate certificates. In the latter case the Secretary pointed 
out that the present certificates, being combined registry 
and transfer records, cost more to look up and issue 
than was formerly the case. 

The Schell amendment giving Junior Members of 
the National Association the privilege of the 50 cent 
reduction in transfer fees under the Misner Plan was 
also passed. 

George H. Comings of New York withdrew his 
amendment for installment plan memberships in favor of 
a substitute suggested by Secretary Norton as a prefer- 
able alternative, which provided for a _ limited five- 
year membership costing $10.00 with the privilege of 
paying $15.00 more for a life membership any time dur- 
ing the five-year period. Some opposition to this was 
expressed and the amendment was lost on a divided vote. 

The amendment offered by Jesse Kurtz of Pennsyl- 
vania extending the time for which Holsteins registered 
in other American Associations may be accepted in the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America at the mini- 
mum fee, was voted down decisively without discussion. 





F. R. Edwards of Georgia withdrew his amendment 
on Selective Registration and moved as a substitute that 
a commi tee of three be appointed to make a study of 
the question and prepare an amendment to be submitted 
to the 1931 Convention. The motion was carried. 


Other Business 

A pleasant feature of the afternoon was the presen- 
tation of Progressive Breeders Registry certificates to 
B. A. Eldridge and Ionia State Hospital, both of Michi- 
gan and to Owen D. Young of New York. 

President T. R. Dent of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of Canada was introduced and gave a fine heart- 
warming talk stressing the cordial relations that have 
long existed between the two sister associations and 
extending the regrets of Sec’y George M. Clemons who 
is recovering from an appendectomy. 

Dr. Christopher Graham and Mrs. 
Gardner were introduced and took a bow. 

L. H. Addington of New Mexico offered a resolution 
that the Research Scholarships for graduate study for- 
merly given to the high Holstein judge in the Inter- 
collegiate contest at the National Dairy 
established and on motion this matter 
the Board of Directors. 

The New York Delegation presented a_ resolution 
that a committee be appointed to study the matter of 
a more comprehensive program for Junior Members in 
cooperation with the State Associations and this 
unanimously carried. 

Sarah V. H. Jones of Michigan moved that the Milk 
Marketing Program which had been presented in detail 
on Open Forum Day be approved by the Convention and 
this was unanimously carried. 

R. L. Pou, National Field Man for the Southern 
States was introduced and spoke briefly but forcefully 
on Holstein conditions and prospects. in the South. 

Resolutions of Respect 
Thomas KE. Elder read resolutions 
memory of deceased members, mentioning in 
particular Dr. Charles H. Mayo, Baltz Hoesly, Fred- 
erick EK. wturphy and Willis M. Hunsberger. 

He also presented a resolution paying tribute to Hol- 
ton V. Noyes, who has served on the Board of Directors 
for the past twenty years, during which time he has 
served 20 years on the Finance Committee, 16 years as 
its chairman, as well as 14 years on the Executive Com- 
mittee, including two years that he was chairman of 
both the Executive and Finance Committees. He has 
also served a number of years on the Extension Com- 
mittee and on several occasions has placed a large and 
determined foot on the suggestion of his friends from 
all parts of the country that he permit his name to be 
presented for president of the Association. 

Vice President R. L. Ferguson of Nebraska reported 
that several delegates had advanced the suggestion that 
in the future the banquet be held the Tuesday evening 


before the Convention rather than on the evening of Con- 
vention Day.

President Oosterhuis, in accepting the office for a 
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fourth term, thanked the convention for the honor and 
expressed a wish to retire from office when this term 
is finished. He was given a big ovation. The new vice 
president, Mr. Lindsay, succeeds Robert L. Ferguson 
who has served faithfully and well for two terms. On 
the Board, Mr. Young succeeds H. V. Noyes, the dean 
of the Board, who retired at his own request after 20 
years of service. Mr. Van Nuys succeeds Martin J. 
Sheridan of the same state who has completed his sec- 
ond four-year term and Mr. Hall succeeds E. E. Freeman 
of California on a gentlemen’s agreement among the 
three Pacific Coast states. Mr. Meyer succeeds himself 


for a second term. 
Invitations for 1941 
W. S. Moscrip invited the convention to meet in 
Minneapolis in either 1941 or 1942. Albert Wolf ex- 


tended the same invitation on behalf of Rockford, Illi- 
nois and Sarah Van Hoosen Jones spoke for Lansing, 
Michigan.

Open Forum Day 
The Open Forum Day on Tuesday proved to be of 
real interest and value to the large crowd that attended. 
The meeting was called to order by President Oosterhuis 
promptly at 10 o’clock and was heartily welcomed by 
Mayor Carl F. Zeidler on behalf of the City of Mil- 
waukee and by President Harry Hill on behalf of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Wisconsin. Dorr W. 
McLaury, Chairman of the Executive Committee, re- 

sponded for the National Association. 


President Oosterhuis gave a brief and informal ad- 
dress and then called on Horace W. Norton, Jr., who 
presented summaries of his reports as Treasurer, Secre- 
tary and Superintendent of Advanced Registry. These 
reports were illustrated with lantern slides showing the 
various graphs and tables used to illustrate his complete 
report which was of real interest to all. 

Following lunch, Glen M. Householder, Director of 
Extension Service, was introduced and after giving a 
very brief summary of his report he in turn introduced 
John Greene, who had been engaged as advertising 
counsel to prepare a plan of Holstein Milk Advertising. 
Mr. Greene presented a carefully worked out plan in- 




















cluding literature, posters, road signs, newspaper adver- 
tising ana spot radio announcements, stating that the 
plan is national in scope but local in application. In 
answer to a question by Prof. Hatch of Wisconsin he 
stated that the cost to the Association for the first 10,000 
copies of the complete plan would be about $5,500 and 
that for a producer-distributor with 600 retail cus- 
tomers the cost for complete coverage would be $61.

Average $349.35 for 93 Head—Femco Heifer Top at $2,150—Three Other 
4-Figure Prices—Pabst, Echinque and Patton Heaviest Buyers 


Hk 13th event of the Brentwood series and the eighth 
|e Misner management was held June 3—-Monday 
of Convention Week—-at Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, 
Wis., and proved to be another outstanding success, 
with the 93 head bringing a total of $32,490, just miss- 
ing by a few cents a $350 average. The first 72 head 
in the ring averaged just over $400 but the remaining 
offerings were mostly rather more commercial and as 
often happens in a sale of this kind good commercial 
cattle went at bargain prices, with the real top-flight 
breeding stock selling very satisfactorily. 

Two-year-olds not yet in milk made up the highest 
selling group, 16 averaging $401.56. Cows of milking 
age came next with 34 averaging $383.09 and the 16 
bulls averaged $355 or just above the average of the 
sale. The 13 bred yearling heifers average $317.31, 
the 7 unbred yearlings averaged $252.86 and the 7 
catalogued heifer calves averaged $209.28. It is inter- 
esting to note that the 20 cows with AR records aver- 
aged just $439. 

At exactly 10 A. M. the first cow entered the ring, 
following opening remarks by William G. Davidson, 
Originator of the Brentwood Sales and by President A. 
C. Oosterhuis, who paid a fine tribute to the late Walter 
F. Andrews, following which the large crowd stood in 
silent tribute. President Tom Dent of the Canadian 
Association was introduced. 

Starting the sale was one of the Backus cows, Laud- 
erdale Princess Sensation with 821 lbs. fat, taken by 
Dunloggin at $450. Fifteen more were sold before 
lunch with only one of them reaching the $400 mark, 
Jonabell Helen, going at that figure to E. H. Ravens- 
croft. 

Immediately after lunch things started to boom 
when the Femco Heifer, Femco Lady Pride Piebe Butter 
King, backed by the world’s record three-generation 
group and heavy with first calf by Femco Royal, at- 
tracted a storm of. bids from all parts of the tent. She 
finally went to Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., at 
$2,150, the top price of the sale, the highest price for a 
Holstein female in public sale since the Royal Brent- 
wood of 1937 and the highest for a heifer of the breed 
not yet fresh since the boom days of 1929. Patton 
Farms of Indiana was the second high bidder, dropping 
out at $2,100 and others that stayed with her up to the 
higher four-figure brackets included Gilkey Farms, Geier 
Bros. and J. C. Marlow, all of Minnesota, Ravenglen 
Farms of Illinois and a breeding establishment in Chile, 
South America, represented by Joachin Echinque, who 
has been doing a great deal of Holstein buying this 
summer in Canada and the United States. Mr. Pabst, 
who occupied a front row seat during the entire sale with 
a keen eye out for the tops, is to be congratulated on 
the purchase of this super-heifer. 


The No. 2 animal after lunch was the Carnation 
bull calf, Carnation Paragon, son of Governor of Carna- 
tion out of one of the highest record daughters of Sir 
Inka May. He proved to be the top bull of the sale, 
going for $1,200 to the Chile buyer. 

He was followed by the ‘“‘Dream Cow,” from the 
Backus consignment, Bess Pontiac Piebe, with her rec- 
ord of 1,009 lbs. fat with 4% test. She too went te 


Pabst Farms at $1,225. with Franlo Farms of Minnesota 
as the final contender Had she been only a few years 
younger she would have gone still higher as many poten- 
tial buyers hesitated to go into the four-figure brackets 
on a cow nearly 11 years old, lovely as she was. He 
yearling great granddaughter followed her in the rine 
and went to Kenneth P. McDannel, East Canton, Ohio, 
at $5900. 

Lauxmont’s sensational Admiral daughter was nex 
in line, taken at $600 by Mr. Pabst, who also purchased, 
a little later the 933-lb. fat show cow, Lonsdale Wayne 
Queen, at $1,100 from M. L. McCarthy, the daughter of 
Oostie Indicator from Oosterhuis Farms at $975 and 
the Excellent Jim Dandy two-year-old from Overbrook 
at $400, giving Pabst Farms a total of six head pur- 
chased for $6,450. 

The Chile buyer in addition to the $1,200 Carnation 
bull, took several others of the tops, including a heifer 
from J. Walter Jones of Prince Edward Island at $700, 
a bull from the same herd at $625, the Pabst bull at 
$575, the Femco bull at $600 and enough more to give 
them 20 head at a total of $7,360. They were also bid- 
ding heavily on the Maytag bull, Posch Ormsby Fobes 
26th, but were shaken off by W. E. Hammellman, Ster- 
ling, Ill., on his bid of $810. 

Patton Farms, Wanatah, Ind., were consistent bid- 
ders on the better animals and purchased six head for 
a total of $2,160, their purchases including Femco’s 
daughter of Femco Royal at $550 and four others above 
the $300 mark. H. Roy Eshelman, Lancaster, Pa., took 
six head at $1,870, V. V. Law, Jane Lew, W. Va., seven 
head at $1,630 and E. H. Ravenscroft, Antioch, III., 
three head at $1,450, the latter paying $675 for the 
daughter of his own Waterloo grand champion consigned 
by J. C. Ellis of Wisconsin. 

John A. Bell, Jr., paid $765 for Jewel Posch Ormsby 
Maid, with his fellow Pennsylvanian, Wm. H. Landis 
being runner-up on this first calf daughter of DeCreamCo 
Calamity Posch 25th from the L. W. Nisbet herd oi 
Ohio. Another $500 animal was Oostie Velma Mae, 2 
Premier Oostie daughter from Oosterhuis Farms, taken 
by J. C. Marlow, Mankato, Minn., who was a high hbidde!

Altogether there were some 35 buyers from ten states 
and Chile and many good bidders that failed to buy 
a single animal, these including Gilkey Farms and 
Franlo Farms, both of Minnesota. 

The sale was cried by J. E. Mack of Wisconsin and 
C. B. Smith of Michigan, with Mike Lemanski, Eau 
Claire, Wis., assisting in the ring. R. Austin Backus

The Convention 

NOTHER annual convention has come and gone, 

leaving pleasing memories of constructive action, 
good fellowship, and a fine job of entertainment by our 
Wisconsin hosts. There was nothing particularly contro- 
versial on the convention agenda, and it proved to be 
a most harmonious occasion. 

The reports of officers showed 1939 to have been a 
good year for the Association, with a back log of appli- 
cations on hand in the Secretary’s office that will keep 


things humming there throughout the present year. 
Current levels of the business continue encouraging.

This is a subject that 
has been under discussion for years, but now under 


Director Householder’s guidance a plan in definite detail 
has been worked out. Mr. John Greene, a specialist in 
this field, presented to the Open Forum a well rounded 
program, adaptable in whole or in part to the needs of 
individual Holstein breeders who are retailing milk, 
with ‘“‘brass-tacks”’ figures on costs. After approval by 
the Convention, the Board made the necessary appro- 
priation for a revolving fund to proceed with the com- 
pletion of sample kits of the merchandising material, to 
be produced later in quantity as breeders indicate their 
desire to purchase and use it. 


Breeders who are now retailing Holstein milk or 
who may wish to consider entering this field, are urged 
to write to the Extension Service Department at Brattle- 
boro for full details. 


HOLSOM HOLSTEIN MILK is to be the name of the 
new trade-marked product, and we think it is a good 
one. Regulations are now being drawn to insure that 
every licensee who secures permission to use it is meeting 
high standards of sanitary quality. This is essential in 
order to make the trade-mark really significant. 

Another subject of potential importance was Prof. 
Edwards’ proposal for a system of selective registration 
of bulls. A committee was authorized to make a further 


study and report next year. There are many angles 
involved which should be thoroughly considered and 


discussed before action is taken. The personnel of the 
committee has not yet been announced. 


The Convention rather clearly indicated its desire 
not to make fundamental changes in fees or procedures 
at this time. Probably there had been more advance 
discussion of the Comings proposal for ‘‘installment” 
membership than any other item in the Call, but even 
a substitute calling for limited 5-year memberships at 
$10 was quite convincingly voted down. This vote was 
apparently prompted in part on its merits, and a part 
on the ground that we should have more time to observe 
the operation of the so-called Misner plan which went 
into effect January 1, 1940, before starting to revise its 
provisions.

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Director Holton V. Noyes Retires 
BRIEF word of tribute is in order for the distin- 
guished service rendered to the Holstein industry 

by Mr. Holton V. Noyes through his twenty years on the 
Board of Directors of the National Association. Mr. 
Noyes, whose term expired this year, asked to be re- 
lieved because of the demands made upon his time and 
energy by his position as Commissoner of Agriculture 
and Markets of New York State where, incidentally, he 
is doing a fine job. The industry is fortunate in having 
his chair occupied by so able a successor as Mr. Owen 
D. Young, who was elected to succeed him on the Board 
of Directors.

The Cover 

LTHOUGH the 1939 Show Season is long since past, 
A it is perhaps not too late to honor on our front 
cover the Dairy Herd which won first at the National 
Dairy Show for Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, lowa, National 
Association Director from Iowa and State Senator from 
his district in the lowa legislature. If these two dis- 
tinguished titles give you a picture of big shot politico 
with an independent income, breeding Holsteins as a 
hobby, forget it, for nothing could be farther from the 
truth. Paul Stewart built his herd the hard way, start- 
ing as a dirt farmer and making his living from the land 
and from his gradually improving Holstein herd. It 
was only when his son Mike became old enough to take 
over the job of running the 320-acre farm that Paul 
found time to run for public office, although for many 
years his sound business judgment and his untiring 
energy have been made available for the use of his 
State Association, the National Association, his State 
Fair and the various farm and dairy organizations of 
lowa. To the Holstein cow and his rich black lowa 
soil, together with hard work and good management, 
Paul Stewart owes the success that has come to him. 

Getting back to our cover illustration, the four cows 
comprising the dairy herd were one-third of a group of 
a dozen head which he and Mike picked from their herd 
of not more than 75 Holsteins to exhibit at the 1939 
National Dairy Show. These twelve head included the 
fourth and fifth prize aged cows, fourth and sixth prize 
four-year-olds and the second prize two-year-old heifer, 
all in the open classes, that is five females in the high 
brackets in the milking age classes. Besides having the 
first prize Dairy Herd they also took first on A. R. Get 
of Sir Skylark Ormsby Fobes and in comparing the pic- 
tures of the two groups we find that not even one mem- 
ber of the first prize Get was needed to make up the first 
prize Dairy Herd—eight different animals comprising 
the two groups. Three members of the Dairy Herd were 
grouped to win the Maytag Trophy for three best 
uddered cows, and the fourth one, judging from the 
picture, had fully as good an udder as the other three. 

These three groups are of utmost significance from 
a dairy standpoint and any breeder might well be proud 
to win all three. Our compliments to Paul and Mike

Food Statement From Wallace 

peng Wallace has issued a statement on the 

current food situation that has special interest right 
now Referring to the widely held opinion that in the 
coming months Europe will see the most serious tamine 
in the world’s history, he cites figures to show that the 
United States, with its Ever-Normal Granary program, 
is in a position to be of the utmost service to a suffering 
world, when and if fears of famine abroad become real 
ity. For example, our indicated wheat stocks for 1940 
will be 288 million bushels against a five-year average 
of 172 million bushels, and corn 675 million against 
average of 249 million bushels. Butter in storage May 
1, 1940, is sharply reduced—-9,457,000 Ibs. as against 
70,909,000 a year ago and a 5-year average of 21,626,- 
000 Ibs. Cheese supplies are up slightly at 78,600,000 
Ibs. Evaporated milk supplies, however, are up nearly 
50% from a year ago, and about S0% above the 5-year 
average, totaling 207,740,000 lbs. Pork and pork prod- 
ucts are substantially higher; beef nearly double last 
year, but slightly under the 5-year average 

The number of cattle on farms as on January 1, 
1940 is 7% above the average for the 1920-29 period 
There were 13% more milk cows and 25% more sheep 
and lambs. Hogs were down about 3% in numbers 
With our huge corn supplies, production of live stock, 
dairy and poultry products can be rapidly expanded when 
it becomes desirable to do so. Crop conditions on June 
1 indicate prospects for about 5% more production this 
year 

The Ever-Normal Granary is full, with plenty for 
our own people, plenty for war relief and plenty for 
reserves, Secretary Wallace states. The present. prob- 
lem, as he sees it, is not one of increasing production, 
but of getting the food we have to the people who need 
it, both here and abroad 

Pointing to the importance of the support given by 
the Ever-Normal Granary in maintaining price levels 
in the face of greatly reduced exports under war con- 
ditions, the Secretary stresses the further importance of 
the whole AAA set-up in moving American Agriculture 
swiftly toward any changes that future developments in 
the world situation may indicate to be desirable

Within regularly organized 
Artificial Breeding Associations, 
applications shall be made for per- 
mission, and the veterinarian or tech- 
nician in charge of the actual opera- 
tion named on this application. Such 
technician shall furnish to the owner 


of the dam a certificate of insemina- 

tion which shall accompany the ap- 

plication for registry of the resulting 
calf. 

In artificial breeding between 
herds, the following regulations are 
now in effect: 

1. Filing application. Any owner 
of a registered Holstein-Friesian 
bull desiring to furnish semen 
for shipment or transportation 
for the insemination of cows 
owned by other Holstein breed- 
ers shall make application to the 
Secretary on a regular form pro- 
vided for this purpose, and such 
application must be approved by 
the Secretary before resulting 
calves may be registered. 

2. Certificate of collection and dis- 
position of semen. The owner 
of the bull, or his authorized 
agent, shall prepare a certificate 
of collection and disposition of 
semen upon a regular form pro- 
provided for this purpose to be 
filed within three days with the 
Secretary at Brattleboro, Ver- 
mont. 

This certificate shall designate by 
registry name and number the 
cow or cows to be inseminated. 

3. Certificate of insemination. A 
certificate of each artificial in- 
semination on special form 

furnished for this purpose must 

be filed by the owner of the cow 
at the Secretary’s office, Brattle- 
boro, Vermont, within three days 
of date of insemination, and he 
must further certify that the cow 

did not have access to a male 

during the heat period in which 

the insemination took place.
